By unanimous vote, the 
Board of Supervisors recent¬ 
ly endorsed the initiative 
sponsored by Superv 1 s o r 
James Hayes that has as its 
goal a 70 per cent reduction 
in the county tax rate. 

Hayes developed the initia¬ 
tive after an eight-month 
study of the county budget 
that showed 96 per cent of 
all county funds go to fi¬ 
nance programs mandated 
on the county by the state 
and federal governments. 

“We cannot expect any 
real tax relief from the Leg¬ 
islature,” Hayes said, "be¬ 
cause even after special ses¬ 


sions are called to get action 
on tax relief the people of 
this coiinty and the state are 
still waiting.” 

The, Hayes initiative will 
lift from the local property 
tax the cost of welfare, 
health services, the courts, 
state-wide elections, and any 
program mandated on coun¬ 
ties by the Legislature after 
November 8, 1978. 

Hayes said petitions in 
support of the initiative are 
being crculated state - wde, 
with approximately 500,000 
signatures of registered vot¬ 
ers required to place the ini¬ 
tiative on the ballot at the 
November general election. 

"Passage of this initiative 
in November will mean sub¬ 
stantial savings to property 
taxpayers,” Hayes said, “as 
much as $3 per $100 of as¬ 
sessed valuation In Los An¬ 
geles County, out of the total 
tax rate of $4.25.” 

Hayes said that the 
amount of revenue raised by 
the property tax after his 
initiative passes will be 
limited to financing prop¬ 
erly-related services, such as 
police and fire protection. 

"My initiative app lies 
solely to county govern¬ 
ment,” Hayes said, “and 
does not in any way change 
the amount of taxes that can 
be raised by school districts, 
cities, or other agencies with 
taxing power.” 

Circulation of petitio n s 
started last week, the super¬ 
visor said, and all neces.sary 
sigmatures will have to be 
gathered by April 15 to 
qualify the measure for the 
November ballot. 

Statistics released by the 
California Office of TYans- 
portation Safety (OTS) re¬ 
veal that the City of South 
Pasadena has an accident 
rate per thousand popula¬ 
tion that is 25 per cent high¬ 
er than the statewide aver¬ 
age. The report that covers a 
three year period (1974-76) 
also irwludes accident statis¬ 
tics that show 247 reported 
traffic accidents with injury 
occurred In South Pasadena 
'during this period.

No Excuse! 


There will be absolutely no excuse for Sierra Ma- 
dreans and the surrounding area residents, for not know¬ 
ing the complete stcry on the Jarvis - Gann Initiative 
(Proposition 13) and the Behr Amendment No. 1 and 8 
on the June Ballot. 

The staff of the Sierra Madre News has gone to 
great lengths to ferret out all of the information rela¬ 
tive to the two and is now, and will for the next couple 
of weeks, giving a detailed accounting of the measures. 

Reassessments for the 197-78 year is anticipated in 
eating up all the savings that any taxpayer may hope 
to gain through the Behr Bills. Los Angeles County As¬ 
sessor Alexander Pope says that we will not know about 
our reassessments until possibly July, 30 days after we 
have an opportunity to cast our ballots. 

It is our belief, that any savings that is to come to 
the homeowner will have to come through the process of 
“reduced expenditures.” The Jorvls • Gann Initiative 
will force this to be done by cutting off the amount of 
money available. The Behr bills do not. Any reduction 
will come about by the return of money already deposited 
in the State Treasury by the taxpayers. No limits ore 
placed on the "Tax Rate” that can be placed on your 
home for this year or coming years. The tax rate for 
Sierra Madreans now stand ot approximately $14.32 per 
$100 assessed valuation. Where would the stopper be 
that would demand that the rate not be Increased? The 
Taxing Rate could go as high os the heavens, should the 
taxing agency feel they need the money. There is nothing 
to stop at $20 or $25 lax rate per $100 assessed valuation. 
There is nothing to stop the Assessor’s office from In¬ 
creasing the market value this year 30 to 50 per cent, and 
again in 1981 it could be increased another 30 to 40 per 
cent under the Behr bill. Tlhe Jarvis - Gann Initiative 
returns our market value back to 1975-76 and allows only 
a two per cent increase each year. Increased tax rates 
are stopped, as the Jarvis - Gann Initiative sets the taxes 
on any home at one per cent of Its market value. 

Really, is there any more that can be said. Let’s stop 
’em arwi listen to them scream, and then, if neceasary, let's 
vote additional money on the two-thirds basis. 


The People Must Know

TTxe three top nationally known tax experts and eco¬ 
nomists in the Unitetl States have endorsed the Jarvis- 
Gann tax reduction amendment which will be on the 
ballot June 6tli. Each of these men have been quoted in 
many national magazines in support of Proposition 13. 

Dr. Milton Friedman, recent Nobel prize winner, now 
bas«'d at Palo Alto, said he “strongly supports the propo¬ 
sal. He called Proposition 8, the so-called Behj bill “a 
panicky reaction” and ineffective, predicting “If Jarvis - 
Gann is defeated, the legislature will be right back at 
the old stand.” Friedman called the most Important part 
of the measure (13) "the provision requiring a two-thirds 
vote to increase taxi's a mast Important one.” 

Dr Nell Jacr>by, l>a.sed at UGLA said “a one per cent 
limit would provide revenue far abo\e the amount neces- 
.sarj- to pay for property related services l.e., police and 
fire protection, streets and lights, sewers, garbage collec¬ 
tion and tile like,” 

Dr. Arnold Laffer, ba.sed at USC* said "My view is that, 
if voted upon favorably at the June 6th election, would 
go a long way toward revitalizing ("allfornla’s economy.” 

The March 27, 1978 Fortune Magazine wrote "The high 
tax situation in California makes it unattractive for busi¬ 
ness to enter that state.” 

In a letter addressed to State Senator John V. Briggs, 
dated March 27, 1978 and signed by Robert Batinovlch, 
president. Public Utilities Commission, State of California 
reads ’To the extent that the passage of Jarvis - Gann 
wosild reduce a utility's property tax liability .... “that 
a reduction in rates, (telephone, water, gas and power) 
we would not only permit a reduction In rates, we would 
require it.” 

The California Apartment Association, meeting in con¬ 
vention at Newport Beach agreed to give renters a bene¬ 
fit in lower rents, if Proposition 13 passes and as long 
as it is in effect, but warned that if Proposition 13 is de¬ 
feated the new hlgjher property taxes will force them to 
raise rents to meet the new tax costs. 

I has now been established that the state legisla¬ 
ture is required by the state constitution to adequately 
finance the school system regardless of he election on 
Proposition 13. 

What Say? Mr. Ward! 

The Southern California Transportation Action Com¬ 
mittee has accused a repre.sentative of Supervisor Baxter 
Ward (rf trying to pressure a Southern Pacific Railway 
official inti supporting commuter train service between 
Los Angles and Oxnard. 

Virgil Waters, chairman of StTTAC -said he had been 
informed by an unimpeachable source that a representa¬ 
tive of Ward’s office had gone to San Francisco to urge 
SB’s support of Ward’s proposal to start commuter train 
service between the two cities. 

"When it became apparent to Supervisor Ward’s rep¬ 
resentative that the SP was not going to support this 
neu' scheme, I am advised that the railroad official was 
given to understand that his company could have ‘trouble’ 
with Ward’s offkx'.” 

“I understand this innuendo to mean that if SP didn’t 
'play ball’ they could expect some rough going whenever 
they had legitimate business to bring before the Los An¬ 
geles County Board of Supervisors,” said Waters. 

SCTAC, a citizens’ organization of business,- industry 
and civic leaders, has been opposed to the Supervisor’s 
support of additional commuter train service between Los 
Angeles and San Diego. 

“Wand’s ‘choo choo’ train originally cost the tax¬ 
payers $2.1 million and now Los Angeles Countj^ is pay¬ 
ing another $4(X),000 as its share of a $1.25 million six- 
month test of the service between Los Angeles and San 
Diego. We don’t need it,” declared the St^TTAC chairman. 

Waters revealed a recent study made by his organiza¬ 
tion showed that during the first three weeks of March 
the extra trains added to the Los Angcles-San Diego route 
were developing major losses. 

“For examyle,” stated Waters, “on March Hth one 
train between Los Angeles and San Diego carried 16 pass¬ 
engers at a cost of $236.94 per passenger. It costs $3791 
to run a train one-way from Los Angeles to San Diego. 

The train fare between (he two cities is $9 one-way. 

“For the week of March 5th through 11th, twelve 
trains carried an average of 93 passengers at a cost of 
$60.82 per passenger,” he said. 

"To compound the waste of taxpayers dollars, the 
California Transportation Department is pouring approxi¬ 
mately $70,000 each month into this scheme while many 
of our freeways stand uncompleted, some for as long as 
10 years,” Walters concluded.

— Counties, on a state¬ 
wide basis, receive about 35 
per cent of their income from 
the property tax, but {indi¬ 
vidual counties range from 
24 per cent to 39 per cent in 
Iheir reliance on the prop¬ 
erty tax. 

— Cities, an a statewide 
basis, receive 23 per cant of 
their income from the prop¬ 
erty tax, but individual cities 
range from zero to 60 per 
cent in their reliance on the 
property tax. 

— Special districts range 
from zero to 100 p)er cent in 
property tax relia.nce. For 
example, fire districts re¬ 
ceive about 90 per cent of 
their income from the prop¬ 
erty tax. 

Schools. Half of all prop¬ 
erty taxes go for public 
schodls, and half of all 
school revenues come from 
the property tax. The Assem¬ 
bly Education Committee has 
estimated lhat Proposition 13 
would effect a cut in school 
property taxes of $3,691 bil¬ 
lion. This represents about 
31 per cent of all projected 
school reven.ues (K - 11. 
,S11.785 billion) in 1978-79. 

Eighty-five per cent of all 
school general fund expe,ndi- 
lures go for certificated and 
classified salaries and em¬ 
ployee benefits. Since spend¬ 
ing cuts would strive to pro¬ 
tect the instructional pro¬ 
gram, priorities for cuts 
would probably start with 
the staffing of support serv¬ 
ices such as counseling, food 
services, transportation, ad¬ 
ministration, and mainten¬ 
ance. After this, cuts could 
be made in elective course 
offerings, such as music, art, 
drama, physical education.

On a school district by 
school district basis, there 
would be a variable prop¬ 
erty tax revenue impact im- 
der Pr oposition 13. Fot ana¬ 
lysis purposes, it seems logi¬ 
cal to assume that revenues 
from the one per cent prop¬ 
erty tax levy would be pro¬ 
rated according to rates 
levied in the prior (base) 
year. Existing composite tax 
rates would be reduced from 
present levels to $4.00 (or 
an equivalent i>ercentage of 
the remalnfaig tax) for all 
purx>oses. While this assump¬ 
tion represents perhaps the 
simplest approach, serious 
difficulties occur in working 
the allocatiorrs through in¬ 
tra-county amd intra-district 
composite rates, which vary 
widely. 

Composite rates have a 
considerable range; in Los 
Angeles County they go from 
about $7 to over $^. If a 
school district with a $7 rate 
in a $21 tax code area is to 
carry the same .share (33%) 
of the composite rate .under 
the S4 limit, its inew maxi¬ 
mum rate would be $1.33. 
However, a district with a 
$3.50 rate and a 50 per cent 
share in a $7 tax code area 
would be allocated $2 under 
a $4 rate limit. The di.strict 
with the $7 rate would sus¬ 


tain a 81 per cent cut while 
the district that had the $3.50 
rate would receive a 43 per 
cent cut 

The prbolems of allocation 
of rate and apportionment of 
revenues under Proposition 
13 apply not just to school 
districts, but to all local tax¬ 
ing jurisdictions. For ex¬ 
ample: 

— If allocation of the 
limited property taxes is 
based on proportional shares 
of composite rates in a given 
base year, how are future 
changes in district needs to 
be accommodated? Should a 
declining enrollment (or de¬ 
clining population) district 
continue to receive the same 
relative share of property 
tax revenue while a growth 
district faces increasing re¬ 
venue problems? 

— If, for administrative sim¬ 
plicity, the one per cent tax 
is levied county^de — and 
the concept of district tax 
base is abandoned — appor- 
ment of revenues could sim¬ 
ply be based on the propor¬ 
tional share of the property 
tax levy in the base year. 
Under this approach, the 
problem of reflecting chang¬ 
ing needs would still occur. 
In addition, districts with a 
growing property tax base 
(which may or may not be 
associated with growing re¬ 
venue .needs) would expoi-t 
property tax to other tax¬ 
payers and taxing J.urisdlc- 
tions within a county. This 
would violate the benefit 
principle of taxation.
